DISEASES LURK 1N THE MILK PITCHEE

At the time when Hippocrates preseribed
milk for dropev,and the Greek and the Roman
made butter for external appliestion oaly,
milk, a8 now, was recopnized as s valuable
article o! food, second in importance only
to bread. Indeed, milk has often saper-
seded the staffo! life as an srticle of diet—a
{act mot to be wondered at when it 18 con-
sidered that milk may be used without the
intervention of unskilled cooks. In days
when mtn’s ingeouity had not supplied him
1less variety of food stuffs which

with the end
pow wreek his stomach, milk in many cases
tormed a!l three conrses of his dinner.

Long noes belore the advent of the par-

veou milk shake, the Tartar was wont to
guench his thirst and nourish his body
with konpmiss, a beverage difiering chiefly
trogm the milk shake in the faot that it con-
taios alcohol and much carbonic aeid, the
Intter waking it spurkie likechampagoe. In
this conpection it may be stated that the
milk shoke i« wholesome enough if not par-
takenof o0 often. Milk is a roud, not a sim-
ple beveruge, so when taken often it is apt
to disarrunge the stomuch, just as Ireguent
lunching would.

WHAT MILK BEALLY IS
Chemically, milk consists of water,
albumen, casneir, sugar, various salts, espe-
cially those of lime, and fat These in-
gredseuts, exclusive of the lust, are dis-
solved in the wuter, while the fat is held in-

ciosed in lmtle round cells or globules,
whioh may be seen under the microscepe,
and look fike little transparent beads foat-
ing uround in the clear liguid portion ol
the milk. The fat they contain is buiter,
wliich, in the process of churniog. is lib-
erated by the rupiare of the ipclosing en-
velope, so that, sirictly speaking, butter is
pot “made”’ but rather coliected. The
wwonnt of fatty matter in a given quantity

of milk varies greatly in different species of
avimals and in different individoals of

the same species. The Holstein, Dur-
a1 and similar  cattle turnish
vod, rich beel; but their milk is poor in

iat, though the quantity of milk as v whole
is large. Ou the other hand the Alderney,
Jersey nod the Guernsey are butter pro-
dueers, their milk coataining comparatively
sn enormous pereentage of fat. A phe-
pomenon in this respect has a record of 45
pounds and some ousnces of butter as the re-
sult ol milk predoced in one week. When
it i considered that such & cow only weighs,
herself, in the neighborhooa of 300 or 600
pounds, 1t is seen that she produces her own
weight, not in gold, but in golden butter in
a period of a few months.

Milk is a periect food. This is a well-
known fact, but why it is =0 is not so gen-
erally known. The reason is this: It econ-
tzins all the mineral aud organie principles
necessary (o buld up and repair the waste
o! animal tissues,

WHY MILEK SOURS.

The milk sugar which all milk contsins
is what gives the latter its sweet taste.
When milk sours this sagar is converted
into luctie aeid. This it 1s orMen noticed
that just betore becoming nbsolutely sour,
milk loses its sweet tasie, the sugar having
become partly eonveried. The albumen is
similar to the white o egg sud the cusein js
the cheess matter.

Condensed milk econsists, or eught to
consist, simply of milk from whicha por-
tion of the normally contained water has
been removed, and to which sugar bhas after-

ward been sdded as a preservative. It
properly made, it is wholesome and nutri-
tions, being esvecislly oseful where Iresh
milk is difficuit to get in good condition.
The quality of milk varies greatly ac-
cording 1o various conditions, such as food,
care snd attention to the cow, her age, con-

dition of health and “freshness” Inde-
pendent of sophistication, milk varies to the
srestest extent in the amounts of cream and
of water present init, and it ison this that
the most usnul and readiest tests of purity
are based. Unfortunately, though, neither
of these tests cun be convenieatly apolied in |

the houschold.
Milk i= one of the most commonly sophis-

ticated articles of lood on the market. The
writer has exumined 22 samplesol milk
taken from wazons snd milk depots of the

two cities. The result of the examination is
us follows:

*“The cow with the iron tail” has long
furnished the homorist with material for
his monotonous grind, and, as a matter of
fact, water is by tar the most common adul-
teration, though it is not often added as
pure water, but pencrally in the form of
skim milk, which is used to dilute what is
represeoted as whole milk. Skim milk is
not often watered. An interesting point
wae raised on this question when, some
years ago, # milkman in Allegheny distrib-
uted trphoid fever to nearly all the fannlies
he supplied. His well was found to be the
source of the disease germs, but, neverthe-
less, he hod not watered the milk; the germs
gained entrance into the cans when the lat-
ter were rinsed out with the well water, and
they remained in with the few drops of
water which adhered tn the sides. These
few were sufficient to do the deadly work,
for they multiplied themselves by billions
every 48 hours,

The tact of the deficiency of cream in one-
half of all sumwples exnmined is a rather start-
ling showing, and yet the estimation is
based on 4 low standard requirement—a lit-
tle Jower than that of the wilk of an aver-
age cow in yood health. In four instances
the guantity of faity matter fell so low us to
indicate the bluest kind of skim milk., In
two of these instances the milk Jooked al-
most a8 rich as cream, but the color
was doe to sannatto or cheese color.

It isto the eredit of the duirymen that
this is not used even more, sinee it is kept
in the houséo!a greatmany farmersand
dairymen who use it o color butter with,
The use of it in genuine but'er is not repre-
hensible, sinee it gives an appetizing ap-
pearmnce to a pure produoct, but when used
in milk or oream it is with the ohject of
sclljng skim milk for more than it is worth,
Good ercam or whole miik is alwars yellow
in proportion to its quality, while botter
often is mot, especially in winter time; hence
the need of & coloring matter,

The starch present in ope sample had
bern cooked and was probubly added to
thicken what was really skiin wilk colored
with aoputto. The lead present in one 1n-
stance probably esme from the solder or the
tinning of the esns in which the milk had
been transported. Chalk was not found,
which fact maysomew hat surprise the comie
writers whbo have for years gone great
leagths in writing eriticisms on chalky
milk.

DEATH IN THE MILEK PITCHER

Balieylie seid found in one instance had

iy been added to render possible the
keeping of the wilk fors longer time than
esn usunlly be done. Its use, if long con-
tinued, is deleterious, and its sddition to
milk is very r?roheulhla, especially on
secount o! the largge smount osuully eon-
smned by tender infants. True, it is used
in medicine, but only lor short periods, and
that-makes s grest difference in regard to
harmiul effects. Common malt is injurious
if purtaken of freely for & long time.
gﬁiﬂ“hlmm“ the milk

of a cow too fresh to yielda good product,
and its presence in one sample examined io-
dicates that the milk man could not wait
'I.ht] proper interval before marketing the
milk,

The finding of bacilli, or germs, of con-
sumption in one instance is a serious matier.
That the disease may be communics to
human beings who consnme sueh milk,
there can be no doubt; it is a fact now con-
ceded by the advanoed thinkers and investi-
gators of the medical world to-day. It is
probable in the above case that the cow her-
self had consumption, a disecase to which
cattie are particularly liable.

The blood and pus corpuseles present in
one instance indicsted inflammation and
probably abscess of the milk glandsf the
cow—a “bealing™ ss it is commonly called.
Oue can scarcely realize how & man could
have so little idea of right and wrong as to
knowingly market such a prodnct.

Six samples of eream, or what was sold as
such, were examined, with the result of
finding that five contained more than n rea-
sonable amount of skim milk, two of them
pot being cream atall, One of the latter
two was simply whole milk asit came from
the cow; the other, an ingenious compound
of eoloring matter and starch.

Eight samples of butter were examined.
Two were fonnd to contain® large quantities
of water, in one case amounting to 25 per
cent. This is gross adulteration and an out-
rageous swindle, inssmuch as it is selling
water at 25 cents per pound. It was evident-
ly incorporated purposely siter the butter
was made. In one snmple examined there
were evidences of the presence of animal
intx, ‘This last butier sold for a little over
half the prevailing price for the finest qual-
ity article. All the samples of butter ex-
amined eontained more salt than was whole-
some. On inguiry this wasclaimed by some
of the butter makers to be necessary to pre-
vent early rancidity and decom tion;
others said their eustomers liked 1t so; while
one Jone individual said it was to increase

i

the weight of the butter. The writer leaves
it to his readers to decide for themselves
which answer is correot.

AS TO CHEESE,

Ten eamples of cheess were examined, but
beside cheese flys and maggots, cheese mites
and skippers, no serions impurities were
found; little things like these are relished
by the cheese cater, and probably do not
burt him. The worst feature about their
presence is that they live at the expense of
the nourishing constituents of the cheess,
which is consequently impoverished, One
sumple showed crvstals of fat foreign to the
cheese, probably lard. "With the exception
of two kinds, all the cheeses examined were
artificially colored. Thas is elaimed to be
necessary in order tosell the product. This
is strunge, but itis probably true; though
why some varieties must be painted to sell
while others are bought when of vataral
color iz n mystery.

A milk dealer and another individual, a
man who has zold cheese and butter all his
life, both stated a few days sago thatth
knew their respective wares were sophisti-
cated, and they deplored it, but did not
sce how the matter could be remedied.
But in view of the fact bere demoustrated
that milk and milk products are largely
subject to sophistication, 8 remedy for the
evil becomnes quite an important matter. In
this connection may well be mentioned the
experience of a friend of the writer's. This
gentlemnn started s retail milk establish-
ment. In endeavoring to pick up a patron-
age he found that he had some competitors

in the busioess who could sell
milk at the price he pad fo
the larmers for it himself,

Many people refused tor}' & little more for
pure milk than they did lora mixture of
milk and water. There is good evidence
that his milk was pure and that the cheaper
milk was pot. This circomstance points a
very obvious moral.

There are sufficient reasons for the asser-
tion that milk should pot be allowed to
stand longer in tin vessels than is anavoid-
able; crocks are the proper things, though
not practicable for transportation of milk,
Lead may exist in the enamel of crockery,
but it isin an insoluble condition. The
greater facility with which erockery may be
thurough's cleaned is alope sufficient to
recommend it.  Buottermilk especially
should never be kept standing in a tin
veseel. The writer hes found small guaati-
ties of

that had stood for several days in a tin
milk can. The lactic acid had acted upon
the Jead in the tinuing and solder, pro-
ducing the lactate of lead, which is soluble
in an abundance of water. Tinplate, of
which eans are made, ought not to contain
any appreciabie quantities of lead, but as a
watter of fuet it contains four or five times
as much lead as tin.

Whenever practicable it would be well to
investigate the arrangements of the dairy
supplying your milk, to see 1f the cows are
sleek and well fed, stables clean and fres
from foul odors, ete.

D, Wood, of this eity,in a paper that was
read before the County Medical Society,and
which was publishied in full at the time in
THE DISPATCH gave some excellent advice
on this and other.allied points,

In London it is, or was a few years ago, a
common thing for cows to be driven through
the streets to the door of the dairyman’s cus-
womers, where the lactea] fluid is withdrawn
under the eye and immediate supervision
of the purchaser. This is one very effective
method of prevesnting sophistication of
wilk, though, on the whole, it is not to be
recommended, because of the injury done to
the cow a&nd her milk by driving
her through the streets. A better plan is to
insist on having good, sweet, mild milk,
which on etanding yields a goed layer of
rich cream. You will have to pay a little
more for it, but what is a cent or two a day
when you are considering a matter of sick-
ness or health? To save pennies on milk
snd spend dollars for the doctor is a good
example of that homely old expression:
“Saving al the spigrot and leaking at the
bung.

repeatedly studying some of the more im-
portant pictures, thus proving that the

SOME NOTABLE PICTURES,

Although mention has already been made of
many of the most noted works, still many others
remain that are worthy of notice, asat each
visit to the galleries something new and strik-
ing may be observed in lgu:u.\rets that were
previously passed by without the attention
which they merit,

A work that should not be passed without no-
tice.and onethat islikely to command attention
through 1t striking character and qug:sl-
tion, even though fanlty in execution, if judged
from & severcly critical standpoint, is dw.
Dowdall's “Last Interview HBetween Charles L
and Oliver Cromwell.” A rather pretentious
picture, in which a fine conception has been bat
ponrly carried out, s that entitled,
“His Father Was a Soldier,” a
oration  Day group, by J. Harrison
Mills. This picture is faulty in recard 1o the
EXpression n; the facesof lthe t.b;ee persons
som ng the group. An altogether pleasing
and Mudﬁacwrg alg'ung is the vue calied “The
Old Manse,” by Walter Satterles. This picture
represents two young girls arranging sowe
fowers in a room of an old-fashioned mansion,
The color 13 very agreeable, and the texture of
the drapery is particularly well rendersd. The
“Frosty Morning " by Hamilton Hamilton, is a
fine work ina free, but efreoctive style of ex-
ecution. A work besutiful in color and uniqns
in the Is{yle of jls com: tion is the “Gooa
Morning,” by Edward Moran. Miss Bertha
von Hillern's work, “8t. Paul the First Her-
mit," sbows a deplorable lack of techimical siill.
Whatever may be said of its conception and
composition—in these particuiars it has received
much praise—it can bardly be said to 5
any tachnical excellence whatsoever. A paint-
ing somewhat faulty in drewing, but which
probably conveys a very fair idea of the char-
acter of the scene depicted, is the “At Bay," by
